DETROIT. 

The Detroit papers recently gave 
an account of the good work of Mrs. 
Grace Davis, also showing her like¬ 
ness. She is librarian for the blind 
in Detroit and Michigan. She is a 
daughter of the former Superinten¬ 
dent of the Colorado School for the 
Blind and Deaf, and a great helper 
to the Detroit deaf. Perhaps the 
Journal readers who knew Mrs. 
Davis and her deceased father would 
like to read about her, so I will re¬ 
print same. Mrs. Percival Hall, 
wife of Dr. Hall of the Gallaudet 
College, was one of her playmates at 
the Colorado School. 

•< Some years »ro, thc superintendent of 
the State school for the blind and deaf in 
Colorado, looked up from his books to give 
startled attention to his baby daughter. 

Thc infant, a glorious little girl of eight 
months, was trying to attract thc attention 
of her deaf nurse by means of thc sign lan¬ 
guage. 

He watched, fascinated. 

Her baby fingers spelled out thc word 
" milk." 

That (Irace Davis, who as a child, could 
speak thc language of thc afflicted before she 
could speak her own, should, as a woman, 
devote much of her time to aiding the deaf 
and blind seems natural. 

Tmlay, she holds titles that sound para¬ 
doxical. She is reader to the deaf, and only 
librarian for thc blind in thc State of Michi¬ 
gan. 

Her service to thc deaf is purely volun¬ 
tary. It takes her into thc largest churches 
in the city, where she sits at the altar and 
translates thc sermons into sign language as 
rapidly ns thc words fall from thc lips of the 
speaker. It brings her into courts, where 
she acts as an official interpreter. 

But it is as librarian for thc blind that 
Mrs. Davis does still more unusual work. 

At her suggestion, two years ago, a room 
was added to thc Lothrop branch library, 
then in construction, for braille books. 

The problem of securing library space for 
books for thc blind was solved, but another 
problem arose as much more formidable as 
a final examination question after that of a 
weekly test. 

Obviously, applicants for Braille books 
could not cross nutomobiled streets. Some 
methods of distribution other than thc cull 
and carry system of regular libraries had to 
be found. 

Thc answer came voluntarily from an un- 
considcrrd source—the heud of the postoffice 
department of Detroit. 

The Braille room of thc library forthwith 
became a branch postofficc, where books were 
taken directly to and from homes by mail. 
Detroit is the only city in thc United States 
to enjoy such a service. 

‘ Detroit is not a blind people city,’ de¬ 
clares Mrs. Davis. ‘It has a lower rate 
than any other city its size in thc country. 
One reason Is because it is essentially a 
young people’ town—another—it has sight 
preservation classes in thc public schools. 

“ We use no cards, alitl we have no time 
limit in books,’ she continues, ' nnd yet we 
never have trouble over delayed return the 
way most libraries do.” 

Under her leadership, dancing classes, 
dramatic classes, and even a league for thc 
blind have been formd, and speakers from 
all over thc state induced to address thc 
meetings. 

Mrs. Davis has also rccntly been appoint¬ 
ed chairman of the National Library As- 
socation for the blind,"
